ecutive clemency at the expiration of 
the stay. Governor Parnell said'when 
he granted the stay that he would not 
grant an extension. The governor is 
out of the city and 'is not scheduled to 
return to, his. office before Monday. 
"Banks was convicted in the Pulaski 
circuit ''court last year. He appealed 
and the Supreme Court upheld the 
sentence.

LITTLE ROCK— (IP)—With the Ar- 


kansas Republican delegation ready to 
leave Sunday for the national con- 
vention in Chicago, developments of 
the past few days indicate its stand on 
the prohibition question may not have 
been definitely settled by the adop- 
tion of a "bone dry" plank in the 
state pla'tform at the 
recent 
state 


convention. 


Wallace Townsend, national commil- 


leeman who probably will be chairman 
of the delegation, revealed this week 
that he privately was sounding out 
the delegates to determine their views 
on a prohibition re-submission plank 
which many party leaders are seek- 
ing to have written into the platform 
at Chicago. 


His action, incidentally, was taken 


immediately after 
his 
return here 


from Washington where party leaders 
for some time have been seeking to 
draft a prohibition plank satisfactory 
to both the wets and drys. 


Townsend left for Chicago Thurs- 


day night, however without disclos- 
ing the information he obtained from 
the delegates, although it was believ- 
ed he had not 
heard 
from all of 


them. 


Despite the aridity 
of the state 


platform, which declared unalterably 
for continuance of the Eighteenth 
amendment and strict prohibition en- 
forcement, some of the fifteen dele- 
gates are known to -look with favor 
upon the 
resubmission 
movement. 


Others, however, are expected to op- 
pose vigorously any, attempt to vote 
the delegation for such a plank. 


The Arkansas delegation, which is 


instructed to support President Hoo- 
ver for rcnomination, will arrive in 
Chicago early Monday morning, the 
day before the national convention 
opens. 


A delegation caucus will be held 


Monday to elect the chairman, work 
out committee assignments, and dis- 
pose of other preliminaries. 


The platform committee will be one 


of the most important. This State will 
have one member and Townsend may 
be given this committee assignment. 


Most of the delegates and alternates 


will leave at 3:05 p. m. Sunday on a 
special car of the Missouri Pacific. 
Some delegates, however, already have 
left and.olhers ate motoring through.^ 
"George L. Mallory; United States 
marshal here and one of the four del- 
egates at large, left early in the week 
to represent Townsend at a meeting 
of the republican national committee.

CHICAGO.-Royal C. Vilas, finan- 


cier and sportsman, stood in front of 
a dresser mirror in the bedroom Of His 
country home in Glenview Thursday 
and shot himself in the temple. 


His bride, Myrtle Hoglund Vilas, 27, 


who had been his secereary until their 
marriage two weks ago, was In the 
garden. About "a halt hour after he 
fired' the shot she went upstairs, be- 
lieving he was taking a nap, and 
found the body. 


O'n the dresser was a letter on which 


was written: 


"To my wife—this letter explains 


everything and there is enough for 
the children. I don' twant to write 
any more." 


The letter said that Mr. Vilas' finan- 


cial difficulties were such that five 
years would be required to straighten 
them out. The letter directed that the 
Northern Trust Company be desig- 
nated trustee of his estate and that 25 
per cent of his $310,000 insurance be 
given to Mrs. Vilas, the remainder to 
be divided between his son Royal Jr., 
22, now at home, and his daughter, 
Virginia, 27, who is motoring in the 
South. 


Mrs. Vilas summoned a physician 


and notified' her husband's brother, L. 
H. Vilas, president of the Pyle-Na- 
tional Company, manufacturers of lo- 
comotive headlights, n company which 
his father founded. ( Royal Vilas was 
chairman of the board until a year 
ago. 
The brother said Mr. Vilas had 


been in ill health.
